While Christmas mail for domestic 
delivery will be handled by the post- 
offices up to the 
last minute, 
the 
public should make allowance for the 
strain upon transportation 
facilities 
on account of w'ur activities and the 
enormous increase in the volume of 
ordinary mail. 
Added to 
this 
will ' 
probably be 
the largest 
Christm as 
mail ever handled. 
No date is too early for mailing 
Christmas parcels marked for C hrist­ 
mas delivery. 
The co-operation of shoppers and
